Mr. Cham bers, who was one of 
the 
em ployes 
and 
officials of 
the railroad com pany for 49 years, 
having started as a freight handler 
in Pueblo, Colo. 
His physician, Dr. J. H. West, 
and the nurse, 
Miss Flo 
Yates, 
were unable to give any explana­ 
tion of his a c t other than to pro­ 
nounce it a case of tem porary d e ­ 
mentia. 
Details of h er struggle with the 
supposedly dem ented railroad exe­ 
cutive 
were 
given out 
by 
Miss 
Monnle Boyles Yates, his nurse, to­ 
day. 
"The patient was sleeping peace­ 
fully,” she said, "I had no inkling 
of w hat was to happen. Suddenly 
he leaped from bed and w ithout a 
word seized 
a 
big 
flower 
pot 
from a table and hurled it at me. 
I dodged it and it missed my head 
by an inch. 
If it had hit m e it 
would have killed me.
